NATURAL  WONDERS. 

It  is  very  surprising  that  two  of  the  gre»t- 
est  natural  curiosities  in  the  world  aie  within 
the  United  States,  and  yet  scarcely  known  to 
the  best  information  of  our  geographers  and 
naturalists.  The  one  is  a beautitul  waterfall, 
in  Franklin  county,  Georgia  ; the  other  is  a 
stupendous  precipics  in  Pendleton  district, 
S.  Carolina.  They  are  both  faintly  mentioned 
in  the  late  edition  of  Morses  geography,  but 
not  as  they  merit  The  Tucc  a fall  is  much 
higher  than  the  falls  of  Niagara.  Thecolumn 
of  water  is  propelled  beautifully  over  a per- 
pendicular rock  and  when  the  stream  is  full 
it  passes  down  the  steep  without  being  broken. 
All  the  prismatic  eftect,  seen  a:  Niagara,  illus- 
trates the  spray  of  Tuccoa. 

The  Table-Mountain  in  Pendleton  district, 
S.  Carolina,  is  an  awful  precipice  ol'90ufeet 
Many  persons  reside  within  five,  seven,  or  ten 
miles  of  this  grand  spectacle,  who  have  never 
the  while  had  curiosity  or  taste  enough  to  visit 
it.  It  is  now,  however,  occasionally  visited  by 
curious  travellers,  and  sometimes  by  men  of 
science.  Very  few  persons  who  have  once  cast 
a glimpse  into  the  almost  boundless  abyss,  ran 
, ain  exercise  sufficient  fortitude,  to  approach 
the  margin  of  the  chasm.  Almost  every  one 
on  looking  over,  involuntarily  falls  to  the 
ground  senseless,  neiveless  and  helpless; 
and  would  inevitably  be  precipitated,  and 
dashed  to  atoms,  were  it  not  for  the  measures 
of  caution  and  security  that  have  always  been 
deemed  indispensable  to  a safe  indulgence  of 
the  curiosity  of  the  visitor  or  spectator.

No  intelligence  has  been  received  by 
the  Executive  since  our  last,  respecting 
the  reported  hostility  of  the  Florida  In- 
dians. Our  frontier  settlers  are  prepared 
to  repel  any  attack,  though  little  appre- 
hension is  entertained  by  them  of  one  be- 
ing made.

Clinch  (through  the  friendly  Indians)  pro- 
posals 'for  establishing  peace,  but  the 
commander  of  our  troops  was  suspicious 
of  treachery  and  on  his  guard.  The  two 
soldiers  who  had  been  carried  off  by  the 
Indians  had  not  been  liberated,  and  their 
fate  was  uncertain.  The  Big  Warrior 
and  his  son  had  gone  from  Fort  Gaines  to 
the  Seminoles  who  were  embodied,  to 
dissuade  them  against  hostility-  Neatly 
all  the  United  States  troops  lately  at  Fort 
Hawkins  are  on  their  march  to  the  inte- 
rior of  the  Creek  nation,  and  200  are  pro-

under  the  command  of  lord  Exmouth, 
destined  for  Algiers.

“ Since  our  squadron  honored  the  I)ey 
with  an  unexpected  visit  in  July  last,  he 
has  bestowed  much  attention  on  the  im 
u ovemem  and  extension  of  his  fortifica- 
tions His  lordship  will,  therefore  meet 
with  a warmer  reception  than  he  antici- 
pates.”

By  the  Ann,  from  St.  Vincent,  we  learn  that 
an  insurrection  had  taken  place  at  Barbadoes  i 
and  that  such  was  the  degree  of  anxiety  and 
alarm  occasioned  by  the  event,  that  an  embar- 
go had  been  laid  in  St.  Vincent.  About  2000 
negroes  lost  their  lives  in  Barbadoes,  and  two 
whites  who  were  ringleaders  ; only  three  other 
while  persons  lost  then  lives. 

Extract  of  a later  from  Kingston,  f Jam.j 
April  8th,  1816 

“ AVi  have  the  pleasure  to  acquaint  you  lhat 
captain  Hell  and  Mr  Smith,  the  mate— late  ot 
the  sclir  Valparaiso— reached  here  yesterday 
fr.  m Sa-ita  Martha,  in  H M brig  Forrester, 
with  eight  other  persons,  late  masters  of  Brit- 
ish and  Vmercan  vessels— thee  are  the  survi- 
vors ol  12,  who  in  a brave  manner,  escaped 
from  pris  n at  mid  day— overpowered  their 
guards,  seized  their  arms,  kept  at  bay  a rab- 
ble of  between  4 >0  auiDjliO  Spaniards,  and  es- 
caped to  the  beach,  where  the  Forrestei’s  boats 
fortunately  lay  watering,  anil  were  taken  on 
board  the  brig— the  other  two  were  butch- 
ered ” 

The  Valparaiso  belonged  to  this  port — sail- 
ed from  Jamaica  with  a cargo  for  Carthagena  ; 
arrived  there  soon  after  the  Royalists  party  had 
taken  the  place,  with  her  cargo,  she  was  im- 
mediately seized  and  her  crew  thrown  into 
prison.

Fellow-Citizens, 

Many  of  you  are  already  apprised  that 
I have  been  put  in  nomination  as  a can- 
didate for  your  suffrages  at  the  next  e- 
lection.  If  the  respect  which  I feci  for 
the  customs  of  my  country  did  not  in  it- 
self furnish  sufficient  reason  for  address- 
ing you  on  the  occasion,  there  are  others 
as  powerful  which  dictate  that  course. — 
I have  been  nominated  in  opposition  to  a 
candidate  who  has  been  your  favourite 
for  years ; whose  general  conduct  has 
met  with  decided  testimonials  of  your  ap- 
probation, and  whose  former  elections 
had  all  the  support  which  I could  give 
to  them ; and  I have  been  placed  in  op- 
position to  him  now,  not  from  personal, 
but  public  considerations. 

These,  fellow-citizens,  grow  out  of  the 
support  which  he  gave,  during  the  last 
session  of  Congress,  to  the  Bank  and 
Compensation  Bills,  and  the  novel  argu- 
ments which  are  urged  to  prove  the  con- 
stitutionality of  the  former  measure. 

I deem  it  to  be  unnecessary  at  this 
time  to  remark  either  on  the  constituti 
onaliiy  or  policy  of  the  Bank  Bill,  as 
those  subjects  have  been  fully  investi- 
gated amongst  you  during  the  last  five 
years.  Bu'  the  novel  doctrine  urged  in 
its  support,  that 'a  measure  may  be  con- 
stitutional in  1816,  from  expediency 
and  the  necessity  of  the  times,  which 
was  not  so  in  1811.  appears  to  me,  to 
be  fraught  with  so  much  danger  to  the 
constitution  and  liberties  of  the  people, 
as  to  require  serious  notice.  Siiouid  this 
doctrine  prevaii — should  the  people 
quietly  submit  to  it — vill.  Congress 
hereafter  have  any  measure  by  which  to 
test  their  powers,  than  their  own  notions 
of  policy  ? — I had  thought,  fellow-citi. 
zens,  that  we  had  a written  constitution, 
which  was  to  be  as  much  a rule  of  con- 
duct to  congress  as  to  the  people  ; which 
said  to  the  people,  these  are  your  rights, 
and  to  the  public  servant,  beyond  tlia' 
boundary  you  are  not  to  go ; and  that 
when  any  further  powers  were  ne- 
cessary to  be  exercised  by  Cougress, 
that  body  was  to  consult  the  states  or  the 
people,  & obtain  their  consent  before  such 
powers  were  exercised.  And  if  I am 
mistaken  in  these  points,  that  constitution 
which  we  have  been  taught  to  consider 
as  the  barrier  of  our  state  sovereignties, 
and  of  l ne  peoples  rights,  must  become 
a mere  nose  of  wax  in  the  hands  of  every 
faction'on  whom  fortune  or  accident  may 
confer  the  reins  of  power. 

As  to  the  Compensation  Bill,  if  it  does 
not  violate  the  letter  of  the  Constitution, 
I consider  it  at  least,  as  hostile  to  its  first 
piinciplcs  That  instrument  prohibits 
members  -of  Congress  from  being  ap- 
pointed to  any  office  which  shall  have 
been  created  or  the  emoluments  of  which 
shall  have  been  encreased  during  their 
term  of  service  ; and  if  it  would  be  im- 
proper lor  them  to  decide  in  such  cases 
for  themselves,  I hold  it  to  be  equally 
clear,  that  they  should  not  decide  res- 
pecting their  own  compehsation.  The 
same  insti  ument  makes  the  salary  of  the 
President  a permanent  one,  and  I believe' 
for  the  same  good  reason. 

The  measure,  moreover,  is  novel  in  the  I 
annals  of  Legislation  ; converting  a rep- j 
resentative  of  the  people  into  a salary  of- 
ficer  ; and  interesting  him  to  do  his  work  j 
in  an  expeditious  manner  by.  the  job,  and 
not  in  that  deliberative  way,  which  is  es- 
sential to  correct  Legislation.  I cannot 
perhaps  offer  a better  example  of  this  po- 
sition, than  by  referring  to  the  manner 
in  wnich  this  bill  got  into  life.  It  ap- 
pears to  have  been  passed  with  haste,  and 
soon  alter  we  are  informed,  the  officers 
of  government  were  differing  in  opinion 
respecting  its  true  meaning. 

To  say  nothing  of  the  time  when  the 
measure  was  introduced,  just  at  the 
close  of  a war  which  had  encreased  the 
national  burthens,  I view  it  as  most 
dangerous  in  the  light  of  a precedent. 

I assail  not  the  motives  of  the  members 
who  voted  for  it ; but  what  they  have 
done,  others  may  do  to  a greater  extent 
hereaftc  r,  and  plead  their  conduct  and 
the  acquiescence  of  the  people  in  justifi- 
cation : and  at  some  future  day  and  in 
worse  times,  we  may  have  a Yazoo  Con- 
gress, whose  avarice  may  grasp  at  all 
the  wealth  of  the  National  Treasury, 

On  this  occasion,  a declaration  of  my 
political  opinions  may  be  expected.  To 
those  who  personally  know  me,  this 
would  be  unnecessary  ; but  to  such  of 
you  who  do  not,  it  may  be  proper  to  state, 
that  I am,  as  I have  always  been,  attach- 
ed to  those  political  principles  which 
brought  Mr.  Jefferson  into  power; 
which  I consider  also,  to  be  the  princi- 
ples of  the  revolution  ; and  which  wili  ev- 
er have  from  me, whether  lam  in  public, 
or  in  private  life,  all  the  support  which 
I can  give  to  them.
